THE WORST 

AND THE DULLEST 

l aybe the best thing 
about writing a com- 

i ic-book column is 
that I don't have to talk 
about comic strips. That 
means I can all but ignore 
the National Cartoonists 
Society (NCS), easily the 
most pompous and boorish 
organization ever to toddle 
down the comics pike. The 
NCS, asinine guardian of 
mediocrity that it is, has a 
habit of committing blun- 
der after blunder after in- 
ane blunder — and that can 
get mighty boring to write 
about. 

Take the NCS' annual 
Reuben Awards dinner in 
April, for instance. Now 
the "Reuben" is ostensibly 
the highest honor a car- 
toonist can receive, since it 
is named after the deified 
Rube Goldberg and award- 
ed only to "the outstanding 
cartoonist of the year." 
This year's Reuben went to 
Ernie Bushmiller — who ap- 
parently qualified strictly 
on longevity. Bushmiller 
has managed to keep Nancy, 
the world's dullest strip, 
unflaggingly dull for more 
than five decades. 

In picking Bushmiller, 
the NCS members chose 
to overlook Doones- 
bury creator Garry Tru- 
deau, who's never won a 
Reuben, but who is the 
only comic-strip artist ever 
to win a Pulitzer Prize. 
The NCS also ignored 
Burne Hogarth — again — 
as it has ignored him every 
year since Milton Caniff 
won the first Reuben in 
1946. In choosing Bush- 
miller, the NCS ignored 
editorial cartoonists Paul 
Szep and Paul Conrad. 
They've never won Reu- 
bens either, but each has 
two Pulitzers to their cre- 
dit. (Szep's second, coin- 
cidentally enough, came 
only days after the Reuben 
Dinner on April 18). I don't 
want to push the point, but 
in choosing Bushmiller, 
who simply isn't worthy of 
a Reuben on artistic 
grounds, the NCS ignored 



more deserving candidates 
like Brant Parker, Pulit- 
zer-prize winning editorial 
cartoonist Jeff MacNelly, 
illustrator David Levine, 
Harvey Kurtzman and New 
Yorker cartoonists Charles 
Addams, Whitney Darrow, 
Charles Saxon, George 
Booth, George Price, Ed 
Koren and many others. 
The have-nots are in good 
company, though. Harold 
Grey never won a Reuben 
for Little Orphan Annie, 
nor did James Thurber, 
Peter Arno or Alan Dunn. 

But what the hell, that's 
comic strips and editorial 
cartoons and magazine il- 
lustrators, right? And this 
is a comic-book column, 
right? 

Well, as it happens, The 
NCS has been giving a 
plaque for best "comic 
book" cartoonist every year 
since 1956, too, and I'll bet 
you have no idea who won 
this year's silver bauble. 

Tex Blaisdell, a former 
comic-strip second stringer 
who's been hacking out 
totally undistinguished 
work for DC ever since he 
left Little Orphan Annie 
in 1974. 

Iest you think the NCS 
just happened to have a 
particularly bad streak 
in 1977, what with picking 
Bushmiller and Blaisdell 
in the same year, let's peek 
into the group's less than 
illustrious track record. As 
poor as the NCS has been in 
honoring their own comic- 
strip greats, they've fared 
even worse with comic- 
book luminaries. Strictly 
off the top of my head, 
here's a list of uncontest- 
ably worthy comic-book 
artisans who've never got- 
ten a sniff of NCS silver: 
Stan Lee, Jack Kirby, Julie 
Schwartz, Steve Ditko, 
Neal Adams, Gardner Fox, 
Basil Wolverton, Reed 
Crandall, Bill Everett, Russ 
Heath and Joe Orlando. 
That's not to mention all 
the comic-book greats 
whose careers ended before 
the NCS recognized funny 
books in 1956 or young 
turks like Roy Thomas, 
Neal Adams, Denny O'Neil 



and Rich Corben and all of 
the undergrounders. 

Who then, you might 
ask, has won NCS 
plaques for excel- 
lence in comic books? Les- 
see, now. A decade after he 
left Batman, the strip where 
he did his only noteworthy 
comic-book work, Jerry 
Robinson won the first 
plaque awarded in 1956. 
He won the honor, one pre- 
sumes, based on all those 
awful war, horror and ro- 
mance stories he drew for 
Stan Lee in 1955. Even then 
things were not that bad. 
Bob Oksner won the plaque 
in I960 and again in 1961, 
no doubt in recognition of 
his work on all those relent- 
In choosing this 
year's Reuben winner, 
The NCS once again 

overlooked 

Doonesbnry creator 

Garry Trndean, 

even though 

he's the only comic 

strip artist ever to 

win a 

Pnlitzer Prize! 

lessly dreadful DC tele- 
vision and movie rip-off 
books like Jerry Lewis, 
Dobie Gillis and Sgt. Bil- 
ko. 

Bob Gustafson won the 
comic-book award twice, 
too, in 1962 and 1971. Paul 
Fung took the 1964 plaque 
and Frank Johnson copped 
a decade later. Don't worry 
if you don't recognize those 
names. For the last 20 years 
or so, those so-called "best 
cartoonists" have been do- 
ing nothing more than 
transferring Beetle Bailey, 
Blondie and Hi & Lois from 
comic strips to comic books. 
Indubitably worthy of high 
recognition. 

But wait, it gets better. 
Wally Wood won his third 
comic-book plaque in 1965. 
following awards in 1957 
and 1959. His first two 
wins came on the heels of 
his brilliant work in Mad 
in 1956 and 1958, of course, 



but do you know how Wood 
won in 1965? He won, one 
would guess, off his one 
Daredevil story, since that 
was the sum total of his 
comic-book work in 1964. 
Al Williamson won the 
1966 award. His total 1965 
comic-book output was 10 
stories, all dreadful ex- 
cept for a Blazing Combat 
collaboration with Angelo 
Torres. Apparently hoping 
to outdo itself, the NCS 
gave th'e 1967, 1968 and 
1969 prizes to Will Eisner. 
Eisner's combined comic- 
book production in those 
three years was two- 
count 'em two — Spirit sto- 
ries for the short-lived Har- 
vey Comics series. Any 
Eisner fan will also tell 
you those two stories are 
far and away the worst of 
the hundreds Eisner did 
over the years. In 1970, 
Tom Gill won the prize off 
the strength of his totally 
ignorable work on the Twi- 
light Zone and other simi- 
larly forgettable Gold Key 
books and Frank Springer 
was handed 1974's laurel 
for his fistful of hacked- 
out suspense yarns for Mar- 
vel.
